New South Wales. 

The Sydney 'Herald' of October 
1 2t Lt says: 

From Qpoktown papers to the .10tk 
of September, just received, we extract 
the following: The quantity of gold 
held by the different bauka on the 
29th September amounted to 3, 200 ounces 
ami 1,100 ounces were snipped by the 
Wentworth for Sydney on Saturday Just. 
During tho preset) t month up to the 29th 
inst., 4G,(j01 ounces passed entry ut the 
Custom-house, ami during the quarter up 
to the same ditto 125,5:5:'. ounces. These 
figures afford substantial testimony to the 
productiveness of our gold fields, espec- 
ially when it is- considered that but a 
small machine lias up to the present 
moment been employed in quartz crush- 
ing for tho whole of "tho 300 lines or reefs 
in tho Palmer and Hodgkinson districts. 

The correspondent of tho Newcastle 
Pilot says that a hail-storm of extraordin- 
ary violence fell in Singleton on tho 7th 
of October. The bail commenced to come 
down at about half-past 4, and iu a fow ! 
minutes the ground was white with tlie 
largest hailstones ever seen in the north- 
ern district. Several of the stones wore 
as largo as goose-eggs, and ono of them, 
weighed by Mr. Upjohn, tho jeweller, 
weighed nearly six ounces. 

Says the Sydney Herald of October 
11th: 

The rovonuo tables for the quarter have 
again been published wit h promptitude, 
and again they exhibit progress. I'lio in- 
crease in the receipts from till sources 
has amounted to £214 281, for the Juno 
quarter there was an increase of £209,977; 
and tho increase for the March quarter 
was £209,042. Hence, as compared with 
tho previous returns, tho report for tho 
tho quarter just ended is tho best of tho 
three, so far us tho advance upon the rev- 
enue for tho corresponding quarters of 
last year is ooncerne 1, although the sum 
actually collected was loss by §23,000 
than the collections for the June quarter 
of tha prose at year. 

The Governor of New South Wales at a 
Colonial banquet gave, utterance to tho 
following sentiments in connection with 
tho projected confederation of the Aus- 
tralian colonies: Wo hope that the bends

British North America into one groat 
dominion. The dominion of An trala-ia, 
if formed to-morrow, would already t<ke 
its place among the ten or twelve great, 
nations of tho world, for it would have a 
public revenue of fourteeu millions an- 
nually, and a trad::, iocludiug imports 
aud export', equal to tutvtv millious; 
but of course tins question, like all other 
questions arising iu free an I self-g ivorn- 
iug countries, must be sett'od by the wis- 
dom of tho several Anotraliau Parlia- 
ments.

WAR AND THE OCEAN-CARRYING 
TRADE. 

The announcement of the London 
"Post," that a number of Americans 
have applied to the Russian Govern- 
ment for letters of marque to prey on 
British shipping in tho event of a war 
between Great Britain and Russia, has 
excited considerable comment from 
the press of tho United States and 
Great Britain. Comparisons aro drawn 
of the relative sizo of tho mercantile 
navies of tho United Kingdom and tho 
United States, and it must be admitt- 
ed that tho comparisons are much to 
the disadvantage of tho latter nation. 
In the event of waf tho Americans 
claim that they would do tho bull; of 
the carrying trade, becnuse the pre- 
sence of a few Russian privateers on 
tho ocean would prevent shippers from 
employing British vessels. But would 
tho Americans be in a position to do 
the carrying trade now done by the 
British? The St. John's "Telegraph," 
speaking on this head, gives the fol- 
lowing table which shows the ton- 
nage oi both countries engaged in tho 
foreign trade from 1SG1 to 1870, inclu- 
sive:

It will be seen by the above thut, with- 
out tukinir any account of the British col- 
onies, which would arid from 1,000,(100 to 
1,500,000 to the sea-going tonnage in the 
British column tlio sen-going tonnage of 
the United Kingdom nlone engaged in the 
foreign trade whs always largely in excess 
ofthatof the United States. But the 
difference in fuvor of the United Kingdom 
is even gieater than the abme figures 
show, tor m 1870 no less than 760, -110 tuns 
of the tot nnge of tho United Kingdom 
eugnged in the foreign tiado consisted of 
steamers, which, for the purposes of csoni- 
meice, are ecpial to double or tieble their 
tonnage in smliug vessels; while tho Uni- 
ted states had scarcely any rteamers en- 
gaged in the foreign trade. At the close 
ol last year the s< a going vessels of Great 
Britain and her colonies and of tho Uni- 
ted States, according to Bureau Veritas, 
were as follows:

Of the British vessels three-fourths nre 
engaged in the foreign trade, of the Uni- 
ted States vessels not more than one-half. 
Accordiog to the official figures of the 
Chief of the Bureau of Statistics in tbe 
United States, tho tonnage of vessels be- 
lmgingto the United Sodes, engaged in 
tlio foreign trade was 1,515,D'.)S. In I865,af- 
ter the war was over, tlio tonnage of Uni- 
ted States vessels engaged in the foreign 
trad was 1,618,330, so that in the ten years 
of peace which. followed 1865, the United 
States Mercantile Marino engaged in for- 
eign trade suffered a loss of tonnage in- 
stead of gaining. What is stranger still 
tho coast-wise tonnage of the United 
States, which is exposed to no foreign 
competition, Buffered in ten years n loss 
of 183,1170 tons. The figures show that 
while the Slates, dining the war, lost 
heavily in shipping, they did not makeup 
thoir losses during the, ensuing ten yours 
of peace, but rather retrograded, even in 
tho shipping engaged in the coastwise 
trade ol which they have a monopoly. 
These figures also show that the United 
Stales is in no position to do tho carrying 
trade of tho world, having but little more 
tonnage engaged in the foreign trade than 
the Dominion of Canada and nut one- 
fourth as innoh as Britain now employs 
ou the Ocean. '1 lie natural inference from 
these facts is, thut other causes have been 
at work to destroy t he mecantile marine 
of the United St ties than those generally 
blamed fos its distraction. The ["into. I I 
States have to a large extent destroyed 
their marine by tbeir absurd laws its to | 
the registration of foreign ships, by their 
proteoiive policy and by their inflated 
monetary syst in, which mule it impos- 
sible to compete vnh other nations. 
While Great tori ain has gone on build- 
ipg millions of tons of iron ocenn Bteam- 
ers the United St ties stood still, unahle 
to build ocean steamers to compete v. ith 
the British, nnd refusing to allow her 
subjects to purchase British vessels. 
It is. no wonder thou that their inercan. 
tile marine has dwindled away, hut 
we wond r greatly that they should 
cherish u.o delusion thut a war 
in which Britain Would he engaged 
would enable them to do the currying 
trade now dons hy British vessels, whm 
it is patent to all that tin y have nol ship- 
ping enough to do evpu iheir ou u fori ign 
trade, mo-t of which is now done by for- 
eign vessels,

respecting Civic affairs. Aftor having 
himself published the declaration of 
tho Mayor as to tho insolvency of the 
Ciiy, he tried to prove that The Colo- 
nist and not the Mayor hnd mndo tho 
statement! Ho threw cold water on

In si>ito of the groat depression of tho 
ooal market in Wan Francisco, tbe product 
of the mines iii tbis vicinity still retains 
its hold on the market, if we are to judge 
by tho amount of ooal Bhipped already 
this month, tlie number of vessels in port 
taking in cargoes and those on Ihe way for 
a similar purpose. The coal shipped from 
Nov. 1st till to-day will aggregate 10,000 
tons; tho vessels in port will take 10,000 
tons, and the vessels on the way still an- 
other 5,1100 tons, making n grand total of 
25,000 tons loaded, loading ami to load 
for tho month of November. This the 
reader must boar in mind is entirely ex- 
elusivo of the coal shipped on small craft 
for tho supply of the tToviuce. 

Tho Government road party havo com- 
pleted the repairs to the Hurewood road 
for this season. A portion of the party is 
now engaged in repairing the Departure 
Hay road while tho other portion IB fixing 
the bridges on tho Victoria road. We 
understand that next year a now road will 
be built to Departure Bay. 

Mr. John Kenny has resigned his posi- 
tion as lightkeeper of the Entrance Island 
light, and Mr. Robt. Grey of Gabriola 
Inland has taken the position and assum- 
ed his duties. 

Tho bark Remijio is shortly expected 
from San Francisco for a cargo of Hare- 
wood coal. The barkentine Malay and 
bark Wellington will return for second 
cargoes of Hare wood coal. 

The bore just around tho bluff from tho 
Hare wood mine is now down over 1(10 ft. 
and wo understand the prospects are ex- 
.-•.•dlent. All the works around tho mine 
nra progressing favorably and a large 
quantity of coal is being sent down to 
the shutes for shipment.

(Toronto Globe, Nov. 6.] 

Wo havo over and over again drawn 
attention to the fact that tho people of 
British Columbia aio uot a unit on 
either the compensation duo for the 
failure to ratify tho Carnarvon terms 
or tho route which toe main line of tho 
Pacific Railway should tako after cros- 
sing tho Kooky Mountains iii order to 
roach the sea. Tho latter point is as- 
sumed by the Islanders to have been 
virtually if not nominally decided in 
their favour . They assume that tho 
route will be from Fort George, tho 
point where tho divergence begins, to 
tho Head of Bute Inlet, and thence to 
Seymour Narrows in tho Gulf of 
Georgia, which will bo connected with 
Victoria by an extension of tho Es- 
quimalt and Nanaimo Railway. In 
this way the terminus would bo trans- 
ferred from the Mainland to the Is- 
land, aud access would bo had to tho 
finest port on tho Pacific coast. This 
assumption is based on another, which, 
unfortunately for the scheme that 
commends itself to Victoria, has bojn 
too hastily inado. Those who indulge 
in it take for granted that the Fruser 
River route has beea virtually con- 
demned, aud that it is no longer in a 
position to compete with that by Buto 
Inlet. They affirm that an exploratory 
survey was made in 1871 from Yale 
northward, and that on the strength 
of this survey the route was condemn- 
ed. The recent order to make a more 
complete survey is presumed to bo for 
tho purpose of demonstrating tho en 
tire iuipractibility of tho Fraser route, 
ami assertions are freely made that it 
has already been pronounced imprac- 
ticable by the highest engineering au- 
thority in the Dominion, 

These assumptions and assertions 
are unquestionably too hastily made. 
The route has been pronounced 
difficult, but not impracticable, and 
the new surveys are undertaken, not 
with a view to defeating tho project, 
but of fairly testing its feasibility . it in 
the duty of the Minister of Public 
Works to ascertain as corraotly as 
possible tho precise nature of all the 
proposed routes before deciding which 
should bo finally adopted, aud tho 
adoption of the successful ono should 
l)e determined solely by considerations 
affecting the general .interests of the 
Dominion. This is too important a 
matter to bo decided with a view to 
satisfying cither one locality or 
another, and when the time comes to 
make a choico this will be found to ho ; 
the view of the Government. As yet, 
at all events, the final choice of a j 
route through British Columbia and [ 
of a terminus on the Pacific coast has 
not been made, nor is it likely to be | 
until all tho data are in the possession 
ot the Government. 

It is needless to say that the people 
of New Westminister are overjoyed at 
_-the prospect of being in a position to 
ir 'compete still for the privileges which 
ut one time seemed to have been hand- 
ed over to the Victorians, and are 
eagerly endeavouring to prove the 
superiority of the Fraser over all other 
routes. They assert in the most con- 
fident manner that tho former is not 
impracticable, and that it has several 
advantages over that by Bute Inlet, 
tho principle of which is its compar- 
ative shortness. Assuming that if the 
latter is chosen and all rail route must 
ultimately be provided, it is argued 
that the additional expense incurred 
by crossing the Narrows and construct- 
ing a railroad from that point to Es- 
quimalt will be so great that thu 
scheme will havo to bo condemned on 
that score alone. Tho lino from Wad- 
dington Harbour at tho head of Bute 
Inlet to Esquimalt would, wo are told, 
require to earn §6,000 per annum per 
mile in order to pay working ex- 
penses and interest on tbe cost of con- 
struction. And even when finished, 
it is contended, merchandise would 
find its way oast of the Rocky Moun - 
tains in a much Bborter time when car- 
ried to Burrard Inlet and there trans- 
ferred to the railway, than it would if 
placed on board the latter at Esquimalt. 
These arc still to some oxteut matters 
of speculation , but enough has been 
said to show that tho question is not 
one to be decided inconsiderately, and 
that, there is a wide divergence of views 
on the subject between the islanders 
and the peoplo of t he mainland.

Canada and British Columbia. 

[From the Poll Mull (lazutlo.Oct. 27.) 
"A Canadian," who has already written 
more than once to the Times on tho dis- 
pute between Canada and British Colum- 
bia, has again attempted to obscure a 
plain issue by reckless and overbearing 
assertions. He declaims against "hypo- 
theses entirely erroneous," on which, ho. 
says, English criticism of Canadian poli- 
cy has been founded. His own compe- 
tence — whether in the way of knowledge 
or candor — to elucidate the subject may 
be judged from a simple enumeration of 
a few ol his mistakes. Thus lie expresses 
regret "that any public writer should ba 
so far unacquainted with the facts as not 
to bo aware that Canada has never for ono 
moment regarded the failure of tho Car- 
narvon Compromise as relieving her from 
the original undertaking, or that sho has 
over looked on the money recently offered 
to British Columbia as compensation for 
the non-fulfilment of her engagements in 
reference to a traus-contiuoutat route." "A 
Canadian" has apparently, however, read 
the minute of the Dominion Government 
in which the following passago occurs: 
"It would seem reasonable that tho peo- 
ple of British Columbia should construct 
this work (the Nanaimo line) themselves, 
or, if they think other local public works 
more advantageous, should, in lion of 
this, themselves undertake such other 
local public works, and that tho compen- 
sation to bo given them by Canada for any 
delays which may take place in the con- 
struction of the Pacific Rail was should bo 
in the form of a cash bonus to be applied 
towards the local railway or such other lo- 
cal works as the Legislature of BritishCol- 
urabia may undertake, Canada also surren- 
deiingauy claim to lands which may 
have been reserved in Vancouver Island 
for railway purposes. Tho sum of §750,- 
000 would appear to the Committee to bo 
a liberal compensation." If he has seen 
this plain statement, how can ho venture 
to assert, except by presuming on Eng- 
lish ignorance, that the "date originally 
designated was not of the essence of the 
contract," or that the Nanaimo lino was 
not offorod as "compensation for the nou- 
fulfilment" of tho original bargain? "A 
Canadian," however, thinks it fair now to 
"fall back on tho original engagement," 
upsetting the "Carnarvon Compro- 
mise," and coolly disregarding tho 
repudiation at tho nnndition. 
Again he speaks .slightingly of tho Nanai- 
mo line, as "only suggested by Lord Car- 
narvon in the hope" of allaying British 
Columbian discontent. If this writer had 
read Lord Duffertn's speech at Victoria, 
ho would have seen that the liue was in 
no sense "suggested" by the Secretary 
tor the Colonies. 'Tl is but just," said 
tho Governor-General, "to Lord Carnar- 
von that be should bo absolved from the 
responsibility of having been iu any way 
too inventor of what are known aj the 
Carnarvon Terms. * * * * 
The mam body of the torms aro Mr. Mac- 
kenzie's ; th it is to say, Mr. Mackenzie 
proffered the Nanaimo and Esquimalt 
railway, the telegraph line, the waggon 
road, and the annual expenditure." So 
much for "A Canadian's" accuracy iu 
dealing with facts, We cannot And our- 
selves in greater agreement with him 
when he gives us his ideas of constitution- 
al obligations and ministerial honor. He 
says:— "Tho whole of the arrangement 
BUggested by Lord Carnarvon was well 
understood to be subject to the approval 
ot Parliament. Whether it was polite or 
not to reject the substituted proposal, yet 
Parliament ha I the right to do so, so lung 
as the original ngieemeut was adhered 
to, and t he vote involves no question of 
honor or g io I fail li on any Minister or on 
Parliament." No doubt where the pub- 
lic money has to be appropriated for tho 
fulfilment ofan engagement, Parliament 
has technically a right to grant or refuse 
the sum demanded. But a is well un- 
derstood that a refusal in such a case to 
supply the means for the execution of a 
contract entered into by properly author- 
ized agents is so grave th it it cannot be 
justified merely by comparative consider- 
ations of expediency. What would have 
been said- -we have used tho illustration 
before -if Parliament had declined to 
supply the money for the payment of the 
Alabama indemnity after Ministers in 
good faith had bound themselves to abide 
by the arbitration? Above all, what would 
havo been said if the Ministers, whose 
pledges were thus set at nought, had 
made no effort either to redros.-, the wrong 
or to vindicate their personal honor by a 
prompt resignation V

Montreal, Nov. 9.— It is reported to- 
| day from reliable sources that Fenian 
movements are continuing on the Ameri- 
can frontier, and during the pastfewd ivs 
a number of Iqoso fhu who have straggl- 
! ed across tho border to Canadian territory 
' have been inlini Uiug that another attempt 
on Cai n la will shortly be made. Major- 
General Smyth has also received letters 
which state that another rani will certain- 
lv be attempted, and advising the authori- 
ties to be on their guard. When the first 
rumors ol preparations wore made public 
the Government sent an officer to watch 
their movements, and it is stated that bo 
has sent in a number of reports which 
declare that considerable activity is no- 
ticeable in the Fenian crowd, that move- 
ments of arms have been observed, and 
numbers of suspicious characters have of 
late been seen in the vicinity of St. Ar- 
mand, Hemming, and ether frontier Ca- 
nadian towns. In this city the impres- 
sion exists in military circles that some 
movement will shortly be made, which 
will not, however, bu of such an exten- 
sive nature as was the 1 tst. Large contri- 
butions have been flowing into tho trea- 
suries of the Fenian l< ader.s, and contri- 
butors are beginning to ask what is going 
to be .lone about it. 

Montreal, Nov. 10. — Marechal, the 
diamond robber, about whose recent 
escape so nai di has been said and writ- 
ten, was recap in red this afternoon about 
four o'clock. 

A dispatch from Ottawa stales that if 
necessary a Montreal volunteer corps 
would be ordered to tbe frontier in case 
of a Fenian invasion, and has caused quite 
a st r am mg military circles here. 

Tbe Witness says:— ''A gentleman of 
credibility who arrived by the morciug 
train from the lines states that about 25 
or 30 young men arrived in his neighbor- 
hood staling that it was their intention to 
goto college. They procured a house 
and moved several suspicious looking ar- 
ticles into it, which, along with other 
movements, and the lnrge influx of able- 
bodied tramps from Vermont, caused a 
general alarm among the inhabitants 
there, and they are forming a scouring 
party to go anil make an examination of 
tho plaoe this evening." 



Major ,T. Breadnor, of Athelstan, who 
was in town to-day, said that all was quiet 
in his neighborhood, and he believes the 
Fenians, though tlioy may bo hovering 
round tho frontier, do not intend a raid 
this year. He says Rev. Father McEvoy 
of Hinohinbrooke has warned his people 
to have nothing to do w it h the Fenians, 
and to aid in driving them from Canada. 

The volunt- ors here are much interest- 
ed in tho prospect of a brush with the 
enemy, and tho militia authorities aro 
moving ammunition to the frontier. The 
Montreal battery of artillery is getting 
everything into perfect order awaiting an 
emergent notice.
